Didsbury's incoming acting chief 
administrative officer said at a Nov. 17 
meet and greet that hLs first task will be 
the completion of the 2016 municipal 
budget.

View County. 

It is exciting to be back in Central 
Alberta and in the golden corridor 
between Calgary ;uid Edmonton, he 
said.

Community group prepares to sponsor refugees

A group of Carstairs and Didsbury 
citizens is working toward sponsoring 
the resettlement of a Syrian refugee 
family to Mountain View County in the 
new year. 

The refugee welcome and resettle¬ 
ment group was initiated by members 
of the Bergthal Mennonite Church but 
now has a wider membership in the 
two conununities. 


They-will welcome a family of any 
religious background - Christian, 
Muslim or unaffiliated, the group has 
agreed. 

Several of the group’s members 
have experience with previous refu¬ 
gee settlement in Central Alberta for 
example with the Vietnamese boat 
people and others who fled Vietnam 
after the w-ar ended in 1975. 

The group has raised $:!0,(XX) and has 
another $15,(XX) in pledges, said mem¬ 
ber Phil Heidebreeht. The Canadian 


government will top up the fund with 
$11,(XX) if the group accepts a family 
recommended by federal officials. 

The group asked Heidebreeht to start 
the government paperwork at a meet¬ 
ing Nov. 16. It expects the process to 
select and resettle a family won’t be 
completed for several months, he said 
at the meeting. 

Heidebreeht will get advice and 
assistance from the Mennonite Central 
Committee, which has considerable 
refugee resettlement experience. 


With adequate financing in hand to 
sponsor a family, the group is now turn¬ 
ing its attention to housing, English as 
a second language, cultural orientat ion, 
job training, employment and educa¬ 
tion for the children, the 16 members of 
the group at the meeting decided. 

It will reach out to agencies able to 
support the family or offer specific- 
services. 

Some members of the group have to 
make a long-term commitment “to be a 
friend to this family," Heidebreeht said.

Council ponders $10-million 
operating budget

The Town of Didsbury faces five 
challenges in its 2016 operating 
budget, acting CAO Greg 
Skotheini told council's budget 
meeting Nov. 20. 

"The downturn in the economy 
is really affecting us in all our 
departments and that is our first 
challenge,” Skotheim said at the 
beginning of a daylong scrutiny of 
the $10.8-million operating budget 
proposed by administration. 

"The second challenge is our 
infrastructure priorities,” he said 

“Over the last year, we’ve been 
dealing with the sewage lagoon, 


sidewalks, aquatic centre and the 
fire hall. Those are big projects 
and in the next few years roads 
will be our big focus.” 

There are leadership challenges, 
Skotheim said. “To be honest with 
you, it has been a tough year. 
We’ve had changes in leadership 
and we have new people here so I 
am pleased that (administration) 
have prepared but it faces more 
challenges in the year ahead.” 

He cited the full amortization 
of fixed assets required under the 
new Municipal Government Act 
review. This will equate to $1.2 
million in the budget. 

Skotheim said that capital 
projects are usually funded with 


grants and the town’s reserve 
funds but with reduced grants from 
the senior levels of governments, 
the town will be forced to fund 
capital expenditures from the 
operating budget as well as using 
reserves. 

“It is always the goal of council 
to have a zero tax rate increase, 
and with the economy the way 
it is, it is important to do this in 
2016,” he said. 

The draft budget achieves a 
zero tax rate increase. 

However, in answer to a 
question from Deputy Mayor 
Joyce McCoy, he cautioned that 
individual property taxes could 
go up if t he assessment increased. 


Holiday scams 
to increase

Didsbury RCMP officers are advising people to be 
cautious of scams this holiday season and say the 
unemployment rate could cause .an increase. 

The drop in oil prices caused thousands of layoffs 
across the province this year, and Cpl. Clint Gulash 
sjiid scammers will most likely take advantage of that. 

“Especially the secret shopper scam, that’s going to 
be even bigger this year because of people being out 
of work,” said Gulash. 

“And people just want to believe. They w;int to 
believe that ‘hey, here’s something that actually went 
my way’,” he said. 

The secret shopper scam is when a cheque is sent 
to a person to cash, use a portion of the money to 
purchase items and send the remaining money back. 

But the cheque is fraudulent and it takes a few days 
for the bank to process it, he said. 

“People are hard up for money especially at 
Christmastime," he said, adding people apply for jobs 
online and when they are contacted by a scammer 
they confuse it for a job they applied for. 

He said there are a number of red flags to watch for 
in scants, including multiple spelling and grammar 
errors in entails. 

“If you talk to some guy who is not very fluent in 
English and lie’s telling you his name is Ron Wilson, 
you know, it’s probably not legitimate. But people will 
overlook those things because they need the money." 

Another common fraud is when people take photos 
of houses and post rental advertisements online and 
ask people to send money for a damage deposit. 

Reports of romance and dating scams also increase 
at Christmastime, he added. “The amoimt of money 
people will send because tey think they’re in love with 
someone they met on the Internet is insane,” he said. 

In romance scants, the scammer will generally tell 
the victim they want to meet them but they can’t 
because their car broke down and they need money 
to fix it or they need money for a plane ticket, he said. 

Officers recently received a report of a scam where 
an elderly woman received a call front a person telling 
her she won the lottery but had to pay a fee before 
receiving the money, he added. 

“In Canada you never ever pay to get money," 

“That's a common thing that people get fooled with." 

He said if people are unsure of a scant they can 
double check online at ww w .antifraudcentre.ca or call 
1-888-495-8501.

Didsbury s manager of 
legislative and develop¬ 
ment services, said the 
community “has valid 
concerns," but wanted 
them addressed at 
the wrong stage of the 
development process. 

“We were not in a 
position to answer the 
questions they raised. A 
landowner doesn't need 
a project to rezone and 
we can’t hold a developer 
to a project that is 
advanced at the rezoning 
stage,” said Atchison. 

It is council’s will that 
determines a rezoning 
and in this case council 
said “no”, he said. 

“Administration sup¬ 
ports council’s will," said 
Atchison. 

There were two 
points of view about 
this rezoning expressed 
in the comments to 
administration before 
the decision and it didn’t 
matter whether the 
residents who expressed 


“Didsbury needs 
to move forward on 
attracting new projects 
and new residents,” say 
the owners of a five-acre 
parcel of land rejected 
Oct. 27 by town council 
for R-5 development. 

Lance and Iinda Plewis 
have not decided what 
course of action to take 
for the land on 13"' 
Avenue, but they remain 
advocates of the future 
development of the town. 

“Being angry over 
our council’s decision 
not to rezone our 
property would be 
counterproductive to 
moving this or any future 
plans for our property 
forward," said the couple 
in a recent joint interview. 

The Plewises have 
lived in Didsbury for 
38 years and were the 
driving force behind 
the construction of the 
swimming pool at the 
Memorial Complex. 
Lance is a designer 
and together they own 
and operate Spectrum 
Drafting and Design 

Studios, a national 

residential design firm. 

“It’s unfortunate 

that our purpose for 

rezoning the property 
on 13th Avenue became 
so political and heated,” 
they said. 

“Our purpose for 
rezoning was, and is, to 
position the property 
and provide a developer 
with a conceptual plan 
that would not only 
be a positive asset to 
Didsbury as a whole but 
to the neighbourhood in 
particular.” 

The opponents of the 
rezoning wanted to leap 
over the rezoning and 
subdivision stages in the 
development process and 
see a firm development 
plan, something that only 
a developer could give. 

“The last thing we 
wanted to do was give 
them just a proposal like 
Shantz Crossing that we 
would not be able to 
hold a developer to," the 
Plewises said. 


“And council has the 
last word," he said. 

The Plewises said the 
decisive vote on the 
4-3 decision came from 
Conn. Garth Hollinger 
who said he needed 
more information. 

“But we don’t know 
what information he 
lacked." 

Opposition from a large 
group of neighbouring 
residents was based on 
concerns about traffic, 
the threat to wells in a 
part of town that rejected 
water and sewer services 
and the possibility of 
a local improvement 
charge to their properties 
when water and sewer 
passes through their 
neighbourhood. 

An R-2 subdivision 
plan for 126 single fam¬ 
ily homes has been ap¬ 
proved for the area south 
of the Plewis parcel that 
will have similar traffic, 
water and sewer impacts 
as the much-smaller 
Plewis parcel even if they 
obtain R-5 rezoning.

They used the grounds 
of the brick and sand¬ 
stone school for drill and 
a classroom for written 
work. That is now the 
Didsbury Museum. 

We took mechanics 
from Ed Ford Motors 
(only the farm girls knew' 
how to change a tire to 
start with) did body 
work at Roger Barrel’s 
garage and took home 
nursing from a hospital 
nurse in the classroom. 
We did most of the work 
on weekends; we used 
the school basement in 
winter and bad weather 
for drill. 

I joined the R.C.A.F. 
Women’s Division in 
1943 (my mother had 
passed away in August 
of 1942). 

The A.W.S.C. con¬ 
tinued until later that 
year when some of the 
girls joined up: Mary 
McNair into the army, 
and Elizabeth Austin and 
Marion Levagood into 
the R.C.A.F. Women's 
Division. Some left town 
for city jobs and the 
corps ceased its oper¬ 
ation. 


At one time we held 
dances at the Opera 
House and invited down 
the Royal Air Force 
boys from the Bowden 
training unit (British 
Commonwealth Air 
Training) or the boys 
from the army unit in 
Red Deer. We even pro¬ 
vided them with a part¬ 
ner for the dance from 
our local unattached 
girls and people opened 
up their homes to have 
them come at midnight 
break for coffee and 
goodies. I know of one 
couple who got married 
after he came back from 
overseas. She worked at 
the Royal Bank and 1 was 
her bridesmaid. 

The museum has a pic¬ 
ture of the corps taken 
from the (Didsbury) 
Pioneer of the corps on 
a route march drill ses¬ 
sion on the road past the 
school. Anne and I are 
leading it in front. 1 must 
say we look very busi¬ 
nesslike. 

Those were the days!

On Nov. 10 the 
Disbury Review' pub¬ 
lished a Second World 
War photograph from 
the Didsbury Museum 
of a group of women 
in uniform marching in 
Didsbury. This is the 
story behind that photo 
as told by a woman in 
it, artist Joyce Mullen, 
and given to the Review 
by her daughter-in-law 
Grace Mullen. 

The Second World War 
broke out in 1939 and 
the first women’s unit 
was the C.W.A.C. - the 
Canadian Women’s Army 
Corps. That was around 
1940 and I wanted to join 
up but my mother didn’t 
want me to go. 

I saw a newspaper 
story about a group in 
Edmonton called the 
Alberta Women s Service 
Corps (A.W.S.C.), and 
they had a uniform of 
their own, did military 
drill and so forth, so I 
said to my friend Anne 
Morton, “how would you 
like to go to Edmonton 
with me and see what 
they do?” She said she’d 
get time off from her 
job and away we went 
and spent a day learning 
about the unit. 

When we left for 
home, I was the newly 
appointed captain of 
the Didsbury unit of the 
corps and Anne was the 
adjutant. We came home 
prepared to find a ser¬ 
geant to complete the 
staff Oma Brown, one of 
my friends (a hairdress¬ 
er) took that part. We 
put an ad in the Didsbury 
Pioneer and had around 
20 to 26 girls (one a mar¬ 
ried lady) join the corps. 

We bought our own 
uniforms, and since 
we had a militia unit of 
the Kings Own Rifles in 
Didsbury, I arranged for 
us to take drill from their
